When one thinks of Bagdad one’ 
thinks instinctively of the Arabian 
Nights, of Harun-al-Rashid, of She-| 
herizadeh and the Forty Thieves. It 
hints of romance, of adventure and of 
intrigue. No place in all the ancient

But the modern city, 
about with its ancient 
has little in common with the city of 
Aladdin and Ali Baba. These ancient

Like most cities of the land of Ma- 
homed, Bagdad is characterized by tt 
many mosques; their gilded dome 
and needle minarets punctuate th 
skyline quite as sharply and as strik- 
ingly as do the skyscrapers of a mod- 
ern American city For there ar 
over 67 mosques in Bagdad, many of 
them as hoary with age as any of the 
mediaeval cathedrals of Europe 

Ot these, the Mosque of Bheik Ab- 
de} Kadir, is one of the most famou 
not because of its size nor because of 
the lavishness of decoration, for in 
both respects it is hardly superior to 
others in the ancient wwn, but be- 
cause of the man for whom it is nam- 
ed.

GOOD ROADS 
CONVENTION 
SUCCESSFUL 


Recent Gathering at Re- 


gina Most Important 
Yet Held 


MONTREAL, Oct. 20.—Following 
the convention of the Canadian Good 
Roads Assaciation in Regina recently 
it is now possible to indicate in some 
Measure, the tangible results of that 
gathering. In many respects this was 
the most important convention ever 
held by this association. 

Among other things which have 
been agitating officials interested in 
the Good Roeds movement for the 
last few years has been the adminis- 
tration of the Grade Crossing Fund 
from the Federal Government. This 
fund was instituted in 1909 and a 
yearly grant of $200,000, has been 
made for the elimination of grade 
crossings. Heretofore this grant has 
been devoted purely towards the 
building of subways or overhead struc- 
tures at dangerous crossings For 
sometime past the Association has 
asked for an extension of this fund 
towards partial elimination At the 
Regina Convention, Honorable T. C 
Norris, former Prime Minister of Man 
itoba and a member of the Good 
Roads Association, stated that wher: 
such crossings are relieved from a | 
substantial volume of highway traffic, | 
& proper contribution to the expense | 
may be) 


of such highway diversion 
made from the Railway Grade Cross- 
ing Fund. Mr. Norris intimated fur- 
ther that such a contribution would 
be made in cases where a complete 
elimination of such crossings was not 
possible in every insiance. The dec- 
laration of the Railway Commissioner 
was felt to be a complete vindication 
of the object for which the highway 
officials have been contending for | 
some years 

Notable contributions were made to 
the convention by Mr, Patrick Philip, 
Deputy Minister of Highways for 
British Columbia and Mr. J. B. Bickell, | 
Registrar of Vehicles for Ontario, on 
the regulation and control of com- 
mercial vehicles.. In Ontario, where 
the commercial vehicle traffic is most 
dense, Mr. Bickell pointed out how | 
violators of the traffic regulations 
were punished. 

The subject of the responsibility of 
the Government of Canada with ref- 
erence to further Federal aid for the 
building of interprovincial highways 
was stressed in a paper prepared by | 


the Hon. Percy C. Black of Nova 
Scotia, the past president of the As- 
sociation. The discussion of this 


Paper was led by the Hon. O. L. Mc- 
Pherson, Minister of Highways of Al- 
berta, the new president of the asso- 
ciation, and unanimous concurrence 
was expressed in the proposition that | 
further aid from the Dominion Gov- 
ernment is required, particularly in 
the newer provinces, to permit the 
completion of road projects com- 
menced ynder the former grant which 
Ottawa made 

Mr. William Findlay, a director of 
the association, urged that the asso- 
ciation’s Fact Finding Committee be 
empowered to collect information and 
bring forth recommendations concern- 
ing a system of uniform road signs 
throughout Canada and also a system 
of uniform traffic control. This rec- 
ommendation met with the approval 
of the association and the Fact Find- 
ing Committee was instructed to make 
a study of this situation. The object 
of this project is to urge on those whe 
make the laws and establish prac- 
tices in connection with the use of 
highways to standardize their regu- 
lations to the greatest extent possible 
The Fact Finding Committee wil! also 
investigate the effect on various types 
of roads and pavements of traffic of 
different weights and at different 
rates of speed 

A great deal of time was taken up 
with discussions on the building and 
maintenance of earth and grave) 
roads The representatives of the 
western provinces were particularly in- 
terested in this subject. For instance 
the Province of Manitoba sent to Re- 
gina every one of its district engineers 
so that they might by the information 
and advice of those who had had 
experience in similar road building 
problems in other provinces and in 
the States. Among other notable con- 
tributions to this subject was that of 
James Sinton, Chief Engineer of the 
Northern Development Department of 
Ontario, which department has charge 
of all the highway building in Ontario 
north of Washago. 

In the convention, discussions are 
encouraged and no arbitrary con- 
clusions are sought, the object being 
to bring out the fullest co-operation 
of opinion. As an example of this 
the address of Mr. 8. L. Squire, chair- 
men of the executive committee, on 
the subject of “Urban Responsibility 
for Road Improvement” brought forth 
some vigorous protest. Controller Gib- 
bons and Works Commissioner Harris 
or Toronto, both pointed out that To- 
ronto had spent three or four million 
dollars in road improvement in York 
county while at the same time, the 
city has spent am equa) amount in- 
side its own borders so that traffic 
might cross the city on through high- 
ways. Mr. Squire had contended that 
in many cases rural sections had 
been making the investment in high- 
way building, while the cities and 
larger towns had been cutting the in- 
terest coupons. He had further con- 
tended that during the last five years 
the cities and towns had contributed 
toward rura! highway development les: 
than one-quarter of a mill on the rurs) 
system, while the rural sections had 
contributed 5.24 mills, an amov" 
which he calculated as nearly 2! 
times as much as urban centres. No 
Gefinite recommendations were mad« 
by the Association in this matter, but 
soubtless the subject will be heard 
from at future sessions
